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Neighbors Protest, But YAC Will Slay 
Open During Permanent Site Search

Sierra Madre’s Youth 
Activity Center, at 186 W. 
Highland, began as a tem¬ 
porary experiment, de¬ 
signed to determine 
whether or not it would 
successfully meet the 
needs of Sierra Madre’s 
young people as identi¬ 
fied in the Youth Master 
Plan. The Highland site 
was chosen because it 
was one of the few spac¬ 
es owned by the City that 
were under-utilized. The 
three-month time frame 
will draw to a close on 
September 16th, and two 


things appear to be large¬ 
ly agreed upon: 1) The 
Youth Activity Center 
does meet a clear need of 
Sierra Madre’s younger 
crowd, given them a place 
to learn, interact, talk, and 


there’s no permanent loca¬ 
tion yet, what are we going 
to do with the YAC when 
the Temporary Use Permit 
expires?” Options were 
essentially to allow the 
YAC to stay open, with or

For anyone who’s 
known them, it’s hard to 
imagine a Sierra Madre 
without Roy and Mai 7 Es- 
toppey. Friends and ac¬ 
quaintances of the Es- 
toppeys may be surprised 
to learn that they’ve ‘only’ 
been in town since 1971. It 
feels like they’ve always 
been a part of the town, as 
they immediately blended 
in with Sierra Madre’s vol¬ 
unteer spirit. 

The truth of the matter, 
however, is that Roy Es- 
toppey was a New Jersey 
guy, from Berkley Heights 
and educated at Rutgers 
(electrical engineering). It 
wasn’t until he got a job at 
Phastron in South Pasade¬ 
na, where he was Director 
of Engineering, that the 
Estoppeys came to South¬ 
ern California. 

“We were looking 
around in the area, and we 
sort of stumbled across Si¬ 
erra Madre,” Roy recalls. 
“We saw a house on Mari¬ 
posa and said, ‘That’s the 
kinds of house we need.’ It 
had lots of space for gar¬ 
dening, and Mary just 
loved it.” The Estoppeys 
have lived in that same 
Mariposa house for 27 
years, but on Saturday, 
they will travel back to 
New England, leaving be¬ 
hind a number of good

friends and warm memo¬ 
ries. 

Some people have a bit 
of trouble fitting into a new 
situation. They hover 
around the periphery and 
just watching things for a 
while, before deciding to 
join in. Roy and Mary Es¬ 
toppey, however, immedi¬ 
ately fell in love with Sier¬ 
ra Madre, and immediate¬ 
ly got to work participating 
in making it a better place. 

Two Sierra Madre orga¬ 
nizations immediately felt 


the benefits of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’s newest residents: 
Mary and Roy both joined 
the Garden Club, and Roy 
joined the Rose Float As¬ 
sociation. “I became very 
involved in building floats, 
which was something I 
enjoyed very much. It just 
caught my interest,” Roy 
says. He was President of 
the Sierra Madre Rose 
Float Association when 
construction began on the 
Association’s building, 
still in existence today. 


The Estoppeys spent 
over 10 years in the Gar¬ 
den Club. Other organiza¬ 
tions over the yean that 
o became hivolwad widA 
included the Itist.'rical 
Society, and the Sierra 
Madre Public Library, 
where Mary was a uvular 
volunteer. It was buOding 
floats, however, where 
Roy made so many friends 
in the eariy days. ^ m^ an 
awful lot of people 
through the Rose Float 
Association,” he remem¬ 
bers. Those people ranged 
from City Councilman to 
police officers to City 
Yard wenkers, all within a 
few months of moving in. 
The Estoppeys had indeed 
arrived in Sierra Madre. 

The former world chess 
champion, Mikhail 
Botvinnik, once called 
himself “first ampng 
equals” after winning a 
tournament Roy Estoppey 
felt the same way after be¬ 
ing named Sierra Madre 
Citizen of the Year. “I was 
given a lot of credit but the 
thing is, every time I 
looked around, 1 could fuid 
so many people to help me. 
There have always been an 
awful lot of people around 
who really care about this 
town,” Estoppey says. 

Some of Roy’s good 
deeds have included re¬ 
building a fence by the Li-

“They need a teen center, 
but this is not the place,” 
Dixon said. “I would like 
to have my life back.”

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Arcadia Ubrary Reopens on Fridays 


By Dan Oakes 

Last Friday marked a milestone for the Arcadia Pub¬ 
lic Library; after some eight months of being closed on 
Fridays due to budget cutbacks, the Library once again 



opened its doors on Friday. 

When Arcadia’s budget crisis peaked in the middle 
of the last fiscal year, the Library was not hit hardest. 
That distinction would go to the Fire Department, which 
laid off four firefighters in the wake of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars of cuts; by comparison, the hit the Li¬ 
brary took was relatively mild. That cut, however, was 
“The straw that broke the camel’s back,’’ according to 
City Librarian Kent Ross. Had it been the only cut the 
Library had ever absorbed, probably nobody would have 
noticed; however, the Library had been getting cut con¬ 
sistently over a period of years, and that cut resulted in 
the Friday closures. 

Ross said that the Library could have picked another 
day to close, such as Monday, which certainly would 
have been more convenient for staff (The Library was 
closed on Sundays, anyway), but Friday was a lower 


volume day, and he wanted a minimal impact to the 
community. What Ross learned was that although 
Friday’s volume was relatively low, it was still pretty 
busy. “Closing any of the six days would have been dif¬ 
ficult,” Ro.ss said. "We received a lot of comments about 
the closure, especially from the schools.” 

Friday saw Councilmembers Robert Harbicht, Gail 
Marshall, and Gino Roncelli visit the Library to celebrate 
the reopening, which was made possible when the City 
Council restored 

$42,(X)0 to the Library’s budget, which in turn trig¬ 
gered $30,000 in ‘maintenance of effort’ funding from 
the State, which is one of the reasons Harbicht proposed 
the move; for $42,000 of general fund monies, the City 
received $72,000 of Library buying power.

“America s Funniest Senior 
Citizen” Finds Things Better 
the Second Time Around

He bills himself as ‘The 
Funniest Senior Citizen in 
America,’ and for the past 
few months, he’s been the 
funniest senior citizen in 
Arcadia. His name is War¬ 
ren Taylor, bom in Atlan¬ 
tic City, New Jersey, 
which is as good a place as 
any for a stand-up comic to 
hail from. Taylor has lived 
in California since age 
five, most recently in San 
Dimas, prior to moving to 
Arcadia. 

Taylor spent 15 years in 
the comedy business be¬ 
fore retiring in 1987, to go 
into the catering business. 
Following a layoff of more 
than 10 years, he has re¬ 
turned to comedy this 
year...with a vengeance. 
“I’ve been getting really 
busy,” says Taylor, who 
spends most of his time 
offstage writing material 
and sending out promo¬ 
tional mailers. 

As a standup comic IS 
years ago, Taylor wasn’t 
marketing himself as 
anybody’s ‘Funniest Se¬ 
nior,’ so while he’s per¬ 
forming again, it wasn’t 
quite as simple as picking 
up where he left off. “Ba¬ 
sically, I’m reinventing 
myself,” Taylor says. 

In addition to a different 
promotional tool and dif¬ 
ferent style, Taylor is per-

forming to different 
crowds. Formerly, as most 
comics do, he took work 
up and down the coast at 
comedy clubs, wherever 
there was a gig to be had. 
“You bomb once in a 
while,” Taylor says. “Ev¬ 
erybody does. Usually, 
though, things go well, and 
one club owner will say, 
‘Oh, I had him here, he 
was good,’ and you get a 
job in the next club.” Tay¬ 
lor isn’t hitting the clubs 
this time around, however; 
he is working for private 
organizations, businesses, 
and parties. 

“I’m trying to hit For¬ 
tune 500 companies,” Tay¬ 
lor says. “I’ll do shows af¬ 
ter lunch at training ses¬ 
sions, maybe half an hour 
to break up the monotony 
so people can settle back 


into work.” When Taylor 
gets a show booked in one 
part of town, he aggres¬ 
sively markets himself to 
other organizations in the 
area, trying to maximize 
his travel time. He finds 
the private show crowds to 
be “generally a little more 
sophisticated” than the 
comedy club crowd. 

It’s not just comedy 
that’s getting a second 
chance in Taylor’s life; on 
September 6th, he will be 
giving marriage another 
crack. “I’m with a lady 
right now who believes 
that it’s great for me to do 
this (comedy) and believe 
me, that makes a tremen¬ 
dous difference,” Taylor 
says. He has a small case 
of pre-marital jitters, but 
he says it’s not as bad as 
seven years ago, when his 


daughter got married. 

Taylor’s style is topical 
and dry, and has evolved 
somewhat with his experi¬ 
ence. While he used to do 
straight monologues, he is 
breaking more into voices, 
faces, character work, and 
audience rap. “I talk about 
situations the average per¬ 
son can relate to,” Taylor 
says. “Most of life’s expe¬ 
riences are universal.” 

When he’s not working 
or writing, Taylor’s only 
hobbies are walking and 
dancing. Mostly, though, 
he enjoys spending time 
with his fiancee and work¬ 
ing on his act, quite suc¬ 
cessfully if he does say so 
himself. “I’m funnier than 
I was before,” Taylor says 
with a straight face, “and 1 
was pretty funny.”

Arcadia Police Calls 

Thursday August 20. 1998 

1. At 8:06 p.m., officers responded to Planet Pizza, 
171 East Live Oak, to investigate an armed robbery 
that just occurred. Two armed mak/Hispanic suspects 
entered the location artd ordered everyone to die floor. 
A suspect checked the register but found no cash in¬ 
side. He then asked for die location of the safe and 
removed two bank-type money poaches containing 
about $16(X).00. The suspects then left the location 
in a white van. A search of the area was conducted, 
but the suspects were not found.

Councilmem¬ 
bers congratulated the 
speakers, young and old, 
for their presentation of 
their positions. 

Councilman Stockly 
noted that the Council was 
asking residents in a small 
neighborhood to assume a 
burden for a large segment 
of the community, and that 
as a result, the City need¬ 
ed to be sensitive to the 
residents’ concerns. He 
initially favored eliminat¬ 
ing live amplified music 
altogether, but agreed to 
leave it to staffs discre¬ 
tion. 

Councilmember Kris 
Miller Fisher called it a 
shame to cut back pro¬ 
grams, and urged fast- 
tracking the issue to find a 
permanent location where 
programs could be ex¬ 
panded. 

A progress report to the 
Council will be coming 
back in two months. Skate¬ 
boarding at the YAC will 
continue until the Sqitem- 
ber 16th expiration of the 
current temporary use per¬ 
mit, after which it’s YAC 
yes, but skateboards no.
